THE FACTS: 

Ernest Darby, 33, of ^^^^^H, Andover, Mass. 01810, has been dismissed 
from his paid summer camp staff position as business manager on grounds that 
he provided alcohol to one or more young staff members. He was fired on July 
29. Darby, a restaurant manager by profession, has also been registered as an 
assistant Scoutmaster of Troop 79, Andover, chartered to St. Robert's Catholic 
Church. It is the council's largest troop. 

According to Harrop's information there^actually were a number of drinking .; 
incidents, although the firing involved one such' incident during which Darby 
is alleged to have provided wine coolers to two 16-year-old staff members off 
the camp property. 

Darby is alleged, then, to have gone into a tent with one of the two 
16-year-olds who claims he. awoke to find Darby" fond! ing'him.. The youth 
ordered him out of the tent and a confrontation followed the next day between 
the two. Word of the allegations then spread among the young camp staff. The 
BSA HAS MADE NO MORALS ALLEGATIONS IN THE MATTER, HOWEVER. 

The parents of the youth involved in the tent incident have been notified. 



ACTION OR RECOMMENDATIONS: 

Harrop is taking action to see that Darby no longer remains active as a 
volunteer. He does not anticipate any criminal charges and believes the 
matter will be settled quietly. While there has been an apparent pattern of 
drinking among minors associated with Darby, the morals incident appears to 
have been an isolated one.
